In  normal  times  British  Columbia  had 
some  difficulty  in  wiling  250.000,000  board 
feet  ol  lumber  annually  in  Canada,  apart 
I rum  domestic  sales  in  this  Province  which 
used  to  add  100.000.000  bojrd  lect  or  so 
more  Its  annual  saw-log  cut  in  the  same 
period  was  between  2.800.000.000  and 
3,000  000,000  board  leet.  or  roughly  nine 
timrs  as  much.  The  big  market*  for  British 
Columbia  lumber  were  Great  Britain,  the 
United  States,  and.  ro  a much  smaller  extent, 
general  world  distribution  overseas.  There 
were  some  years  in  the  depression  ol  1^29  33 
when  this  Province  could  not  even  sell  a 
railway  tie  or  a telephone  pole  in  Canada, 
outside  of  its  own  domestic  market.  Today, 
of  course,  positions  arc  reversed.  There  is  a 
brisker  Canadian  demand  than  current  supply 
tan  cope  with. 

When  one  hears  of  urgent  appeals  to  sup- 
ply lumber  to  veterans'  homes  before  servic- 
ing hospitals,  or  to  hospitals  rather  than  to 
new  theatre*  and  so  on.  the  time  surely  has 
come  when  the  saw-log  cut  of  this  Province 
ought  to  be  a little  more  carefully  guarded. 

1 he  condition  that  seems  to  apply  is  that  not 
enough  Canadian  lumber  is  being  kept  at 
home  for  use  in  Canada.  That,  moreover,  is 
not  a post-strike  condition  alone,  because  it 
pertained  in  much  the  same  pressure  before 
the  walk  our  of  men  in  the  lumber  camps 
and  sawmills  of  British  Columbia  last 
Spring 

Actual  figures  for  the  saw-log  cut.  and  for 
the  volume  of  dressed  lumber  which  was 
exported,  were  not  given  out  during  the  war. 

It  occurs  to  us  that  it  would  be  a protection 
to  the  public  to  have  access  to  those  figures 
now.  How  much  lumber  is  being  cut  today 
in  Canada’  What  percentage  of  it  is  being 
exported'  Is  there  sufficient  left  to  match 
even  approximately  the  visible  construction 
needs  of  the  nation  today’  Without  the 
figures,  everyone  is  in  the  dark.  With  them, 
perhaps  the  public  could  make  more  sense 
out  of  the  conflicting  appeals  of  the  present 
Priorities  do  nor  mean  much  to  anyone  if 
they  cannot  be  filled.  Where  does  the  lum- 
ber go?

Regfotereri  Nurse* 

By  a proclamation  act  in  1944,  the  Regis- 
tered Nurses'  Association  of  British  Colum- 
bia was  granted  amended  rights  and  privi- 
leges. mainly  in  protection  of  the  term  ‘ regis- 
tered nurse."  Under That  measure,  a council, 
board  of  examiners  and  other  machinery  were 
set  up  to  control  practices  within  the  profes- 
sion I he  statute,  however,  went  a little 
further  than  that  By  its  operation,  it  codi- 
fied a set  of  standards  in  British  Columbia, 
which  affected  rhe  hospitals  a*  well  as  the 
schools  of  nursing  conducted  there  Age 
limns  standards  of  education,  years  of  service 
and  other  matters  were  involved  I he  claim 
now  is  that  by  revoking  a wartime  concession, 
in  regard  to  the  entry  of  non-registcred  nurses 
the  Associawon  has  made  it  more  difficult  fox 
British  Columbia  hospitals  to  carry  on,  dur- 
ing an  acute  nursing  shortage. 

L ndcr  the  statute  there  would  jppear  to 
be  a remedy  forthat  it  the  con  tent  ton  is  cor- 
rect. and  it  is  supported  in  hospital  circles. 
Sections  14,  15.  2A  Jnd  35  of  the  act  might 
be  used  to  grant  the  easement  that  British 
Columbia  hospitals  are  seeking  during  the 
heavy  strain  of  current  times.  This.  too. 
would  be  without  prejudice  to  the  standing 
of  any  registered  nurse  in  British  Columbia; 
and,  if  we  may  be  so  bold  as  to  say  so.  only 
to  the  credit  of  the  Council  of  the  Registered 
Nurses'  Association  of  British  Columbia. 

A good  law  should  work  both  ways.  We 
suggest  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  any 
British  Columbia  Legislature  that  newly 
built  hospital  accommodation  should  stand 
idle  by  reason  of  a technicality.  It  * obvious 
that  hospital  care  does  not  end  with  the  ces- 
sation of  hostilities.  Indeed,  it  could  easily 
be  shown  that  the  demand  on  a nation's 
hospitals  begins  then,  and  must  continue  for 
some  few  years  to  comc._  In  this  emergency, 
and  it  is  a painful  one.  would  not  the  sen- 
sible thing  be  to  help  British  Columbia 
fill  its  nursing  vacancies  by  every  just  means  1

The  shortage  of  nurses  persists, 
and  la  likely  to  continue,  since  nurs- 
ing service  needs  are  constantly  ex- 
panding; but  the  war  emergency  u. 

Even  as  a war  emergency 
measure,  the  legal  right  of  the  as- 
sociation to  Issue  permits  has  been 
questioned.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the 
Registered  Nurses’  Association  ha.» 
no  choice  but  to  discontinue  the  Is- 
suance of  temporary  permits.
